tieth part, being lawfully demanded, were not truly contented, and paid to 
luch perſon oz perſons as ſhould have the charge of the Collection thereof oz 
their Dfficers and Miniſlers at the time of the demand, oꝛ within fozty days 
alter, that then every ſuch Incumbent after ſuch default certified into the
